Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant stated that the advisory action dated 1/18/06 contained a 
new grounds of rejection that appeared to be a floating point rejection which changed from the final office action. The 
examiner pointed out that no new grounds of rejection had been made because the same rejection was maintained. 
The examiner further clarrified that the Advisory action merely was a reiteration of the rejection made in the Final office 
action. Applicant then rebutted that the examiner did not follow through with what was stated on the record in the 
previous interview summary. The examiner replied by stating that he had indeed completely followed through with the 
terms of the previous interview summary by only construing the markush group as discussed. The examiner made no 
mention of the allowability of the unamended claims, because no discussion ever ensued. Applicant then questioned 
the indication of allowable subject matter stating that the reference did not teach the limitations found in claim 5. The 
examiner replied by stating that claim 5 requires an inert gas to be present at the anode and one of the gases from the 
markush group to be present at the cathode, and the indication of allowable subject matter stated that the prior art does 
not teach an oxidant present at the anode and a reducing fluid presnt at the cathode and only that combination was 
indicated as being allowable. Applicant then argued that during their method that cycling a potential cannot have any 
flow of electrons. The examiner then stated that the dictionary definition of an electrical potential is contrary to 
applicants statement. Applicant also stated that their result was different than that of the prior art. The examiner 
responded that any unexpecte results must be shown in the form of an affidavit. Applicant then raised the issue that 
the examiner had not entered the amendment after final, as was indicated in the previous interview. The examiner 
replied that the amendment had in fact been entered as indicated in line item 7b of the advisory action. Applicant also 
questioned the original finality of the final office action, to which the examiner did not reply. The interview was ended 
by stating that the application would only be in a condition for allowance as previously indicated in the final office 
action, any other amendment would require further search and consideration and would not be entered. 
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
